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This communication is in response to the Final Action 
dated May 30, 2008. In this Final Action the Examiner has 
indicated allowance of claims 27-47, 49-52, 54, 56-59. The 

Examiner has rejected dependent claim 55 under 3 5 USC 112, as 
being indefinite because claim 55 does not further limit the 
claimed subject matter, since the limitations therein are 
already present in independent claim 27. In a telephone 
conversation between the Examiner and the undersigned Attorney 
of May 27, 2008 the Examiner has indicated that the application

may be placed in condition for formal allowance by cancelation 
of claim 55 and also cancelation of the non-elected claims, 
namely claims 1-26 and 60-77. Applicant desires compliance with 
these formalities. Accordingly, Applicant by Amendment herein 
cancels all of the non-elected claims, namely, the Group I 
claims 1-26 and Group III claims 60-77 as a result of the 
restriction requirement. Applicant also cancels claim 55, 
rendering the rejection of claim 55 moot under 35 USC 112. Thus, 
the Application should now be in condition for formal allowance.
